needed  to 

— — —  i  rhangp  the  tire, 
he  found  the  spare  and  the  lug 
wrench,  but  someone  had  taken 
the  jack  out  of  Fiiis  car.  Now 
what?  He  remembered  that 
maybe  several  miles  back  down 
tile  road  he  had  passed  <m  old 
farmhouse.  So,  he  decided  to 
strike  oiit  walldng  to  see  if  they 
had  a  car  jack  he  could  borrow. 
As  he  walked  along  in  the  hot 
sun  he  began  to  think,  "There 
prcAiably  won't  be  anybody  at 
nome!"  Still,  with  no  better 
option,  he  kept  on  waTkir^. 

Then  his  mounts  shiftM  to, 
"If  there  is  somebody  there,  I 
doubt  if  they  will  have  a  jack!"

He 
turned  aiqunci  and  walked  off. 

How  c^  we  possibly  get  out 
of  a  situation  surrounciM  by 
walls  and  overlaid*  with  a  roof  of 
trouble  and  problems  and  never 
see  the  grcind  goodness  of  God? 
I'm  convinced  that  it  begins  and 
continues  witii  turning  to  God, 
much,  tike  when  Paul  pointed  the 
young  preacher,  Timothy,  to  the 
Lord  and  he  said,  "Gcxl  hath  not 
given  us  the  ^irit  of  fear."  Think 
about  that!  It  is  not  God  who 
instill  within  us  the  fear  and 
uncertainty  about  the  future,  or 
about  folks,  or  about  our  failures, 
or  maybe  even  about  our  family. 
No,  God  has  not  given  us  the 
spirit  of  fear,  but  of  love  and 
power  and  a  sound  mind.  How 
glorious  life  becomes  when  ycu 
focus  your  attention  on  love. 
God  intends  for  us  to  share  His 
love  and  to  be  the  recipients  of 
love.  It  is  a  healtiiy  thing. 

Gcxl  wants  us  to  l(X)k  and  see 
His  mighty  hand  at  work  around 
us.  If  you  do  not  see  Him,  you 
have  no  reason  to  be  positive  and 
no  way  to  have  hope.  God  wants 
us  to  be  people  with  sound 
minds  and  right  tiiinking.  God- 
hemoring  thoughts  change  the 
way  we  think  about  everyming. 

Stop  borrowing  burdens  and 
begin  tmrrowing  blessings!

II.  Reminders  to  Timothy 
(6:11-21) 


Paul  closes  this  small  book 
with  a  few  reminders  to  his 
son  in  the  ministry,  Timothy. 
He  tells  him  to  pursue  those 
things  that  ^re  worth  pursu¬ 
ing.  So  many  times  in  the 
Christian  walk  we  get  bogged 
down  with  the  things  that 
have  no  eternal  value.  Satan 
has  done  the  majority  of  his 
work  through  Christians  that 
care  more  about  themselves 
than  seeing  people  saved  and 
Christ  exalted.  Don't  get 'me 
wrong,  some  things  are  worth 
fighting  for!  Paul  tells  us  to 
fight  the  good  fight  and  stand 
up  for  die  King  of  Kings.  Make 
sure  the  battle  you  are  fighting 
is  a  hill  worth  dying  on! 

In  verses  17  through  21  Paul 
finishes  this  book  with  two 
instructions.  First,  if  you  are 
ridi,  realize  that  God  above  has 
blessed  you  with  everything. 
Secondly,  avoid  the  useless 
gossip  and  talk  that  has  ruined 
cotmtless  numbers  of  lives. 

Isn't  it  great  to  know  that 
the  Bible  is  still  relevant  (and 
always  will  be)  in  our  ever- 
changing  world?

Isaiah 
had  prophesied  in  Chapter  53 
that  our  Savior  would  be 
despised  and  rejected  of  men,  a 
man  of  sorrows  and  acquaint^ 
with  grief. 

Grief  and  sorrow  touch 
every  life.  Sometimes  it 
comes  from  the  death  of  a 
loved  one.

the  worst  criminals. 
He  left  the  splendor  of 
”  Heaven,  knowing  His 
destiny,  was  the  lonely  hill  of 
Golgotha,  there  to  lay  down 
his  life  for  me.  "If  that  isn't 
love,  then  the  ocean  is  dry...  "

When  a  heart  loves,  it  is  more 
easily  broken.  With  a  heavy 
heart,  Jesus  hung  on  the  cross 
weak,  pierced,  thirsty,  and 
reviled  as  the  soldiers  cast 
lots  for  his  garments.  Above 
his  head  was  written  the 
accusation,  "This  is  Jesus  the 
King  of  the  Jews"  (Matt. 
27:3/).  In  anguish  as  He  took 
our  sins  upon  Himself,  He 
cried  out  to  His  Father,  "My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me?"  When  Jesus 
died,  the  veil  in  the  temple 


was  rent  in  two  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom.  The  partition 
was  broken  between  God  and 
man.  Hebrews  10  says  that  we
